As the nation's railroads go, the Lehigh 
l3 not a big one. Its trackage strings across 
New Jersey, through a northeastern corner 
ol Pennsylvania and up through New York 
to Buffalo. 

It taps some of Pennsylvania's hard coal 
country, which now has been hurting eco- 
nomically for many years. Along Its- route 
Is the sprawling plant of one of the great 
building material manufacturers. And once 
It had a pretty solid passtfhger volume.

enue to offset, the decline. 

But though thls.ls a relatively small line, 
we can see In It a sharp irarning for the 
future.

The doctor or the Ixx* said 
n certain vegetable was "good" for 
him so- ho must eat It, » lot of lt-

Now It could be that this porUc- 
uUr child dUllked this vegetable 
In the first place. Pushing It down 
his throat every mealtime. Insist- 
ing It Is good for- him. will not 
mako hlm like It otid'the inslst- 
nco arouses a deeper dislike for It 
,-hlch spreads to a dislike for 

metiltlmo. " 

Suppose he doesn't like carrots, 
or beets, or whatever the doctor 
sugKcated— often his suggestion is 
reported at an order which la to 
bti carried out no matter what— 
drop It and gin him fruit Instead, 
usually there Is ft frvlt to take the 
place of the disliked Tegeloble, 
something that serves Just as well.

Giving a chUd what he likes to 
eat will not spoil a healthy child, 
In time, he will icam to cat all 
kinds of food provided he U not 
conditioned by dls tress In g 1 
tions before mealtime to cause him 
to dislike eating. The child who Ls 
treated thia way and persists In 
refusltut food needs the care of the 
pedis trlclon.
